The first two miles progress was 
only a matter of closing .up to the 
Germans’ main positions between 
Bastogne and St. Hubert. Now the 
Germans are beginning to contest 
every yard. 

Advances up to six miles through 
the German bulge were scored 
yesterday by the U.S.A. 3rd Army, 
which smashed German counter- 
attacks and destroyed or damaged 
92 German planes and destroyed or 
damaged 94 German tanks on the 
east side of the Bastogne corridor. 
The air forces destroyed 35 tanks 
and damaged. 27, while ground 
troops destroyed 32, 


GERMAN GAINS

Welcome Soviet 


Aid .in Pacific 


DMIRAL CHESTER NIMITZ, 

United States Pacific Com- 
mandeér-in-Chief, said this morning 
that he would welcome Soviet par- 
ticipation in the Pacific war against 
Japan, cables Reuters . Special 
Correspondent at Pearl Harbour. 

Admiral Nimitz, after an inspec- 
tion of the Western Pacific, stated, 
at Saipan,’ in the Marianas, that 
there would have to be an actual 
occupation of Japan by American 
troops before peace could be won, 
and that “ we should be prepared to 
invade Japan by assault.” 

He announced that he intended 
soon to move his headquarters for- 
watd from Honolulu, but he de- 
clined .o say whither.-—(Times tele- 
gram, copyright, per P.A.)

The war would 
last. until 1946, unless, in the 
meantime, it should be won by 
German arms. It had become 
“a merciless struggle for exist- 
ence”; and he warned his hearers 
that anybody in Germany who 
might seek to impede the national 
resolve to achieve ultimate victory 
would be ruthlessly exterminated. 
Ever since the British and 
American leaders declared 
that they would insist on 
Germany’s “ unconditional sur- 
render,” thoughtful people in 
both countries have been arguing 
that a more precise and possibly 
less drastic definition of Allied 
war aims ought to be made. The 
Germans are a proud and 
courageous people, who, faced 
with the alternatives of national 
extermination and a fight to the 
finish, in any circumstances, 
probably would be inclined to 
choose the latter.

OBITUARY 
MR. WILLIAM DUFFY 


T another of the few remain- 

ing members of the old Irish 
Parliamentary Party has — 
away in the person of Mr. William 
Duffy, who was M.P. for South 
Galway from 1900 till 1918, when 
the party was almost entirely 
defeated at the polls. 

Mr.. Duffy was 79 years of age, 
and was educated at the Diocesan 
Seminary in his native town oí 
Loughrea, From his earliest years 
he took an interest in politics, and 
was secretary to the local branch 
of the Land Lea in 1882.

Thus, many of the urgent needs 
foreseen by the 1914 Inquiry had 
been met. But meanwhile the hard 
core of Dublin’s housing problem 
remained untouched. ithin 20 
years not £5,000,000, but upwards 
of £10,000,000, of public money had 
been spent on housing schemes, and 
more than 8,000 new homesteads 
had been built by private parties-—— 
with or without eid from pt 
funds. Yet, despite all these achieve- 
ments, the Corporation found it 
desirable six years ago to ask Ahe 
Government for a re-surve~* and re- 
view. of the city’s urgent housing 
needs. 

Just a year ago the results of the 
Inquiry then instituted were pre- 
sented to the Minister for Local 
Government. Some days ago they be- 
came public in an exhaustive report 
of which summaries have appeared 
in the Jrish Times and other news- 
papers. Now we have the officially- 
certified facts that the Corporation 
deemed it necessary to provide 
at least another 20,000 dweil- 
ings to meet exigent needs, and 
that a further 16,000 must be built 
within the coming ten years to meet 
increases of working-class popula- 
tion and vacations of obsolescent 
dwellings. Thus, in 1939, the Cor- 
poration was faced with the question 
of how to build 36,000 dwellings 
within ten years. 


A New Target 


As this estimate of 36,000 dwell- 
ings is confined to present and 
prospective working-class needs some 
allowance must be made for private 
house-building activities in the com- 
ing ten years. During the ten years, 
1930 to 1939, upwards of 8,000 
houses were provided by private 
enterprise in city areas. If half of 
that number arc built in ten post- 
war years the totai of new dwellings 
would be 40, materials and 
labour for 4,000 dwellings yearly.
